NE of the first official acts of President Harding was to 
Vice President Coolidge to attend the cabinet sessions, 
tablished a precedent. 
Mr. Coolidge attended many of the ses-, 
sions before his sudden ascendancy to the presidency.

that a rigid theory of *he independence of the co-ordinate branches

This contention overlooked the fact that the cabinet is no 
constitutional part of the executive branch ot the government, 
but merely an advisory body, which chief executives, of their own 
free well, have constituted the heads of the executive departments. 
There are many advantages in having the vice president take 
at least a listening part in the cabinet deliberations.

Dawes chose not to attend cabinet meetings, but Secretary Hoover, 
if elected, would like to follow the precedent set by President 


Harding.

as Hoover’s running mate, but, if elected and agreeable to Hoov­ 
er’s plan, he will prove a valuable counsellor of the president and 
his cabinet. 
Attendance at the cabinet sessions bv Curtis would 
not embarrass Mr. Hoover, inasmuch as the two men are in ac­ 
cord on all important policies, and it would be the means of keep­ 
ing the future presiding officer of the senate posted on white 
house and departmental policies.

In a letter to one of his friends in 
New Wilmington, Rev. J. Ralph Neale, 
pastor of the New Wilmington U. P..

His letter is dated from In­ 
terlaken, Switzerland, and follows: 
Interlaken, Aug. 10, 1928. 
Dear Friends:— 
Some little time has elapsed since 
m.v London letter and in the mean­ 
time many very interesting, things 
have happened. Among the outstand­ 
ing events in London, since my last 
letter, was a reception by Sir Ramsev 
McDonald and Sir Arthur Hender­ 
son at the House of Commons.

Well, 
after tea, we were escorted into one 
of the committee rooms of Parliament j 
where we heard informal addresses 
by both of our hosts.

I had also a very interesting week­ 
end in the historic city of Canter- j 
bury. The cathedral there is of un­ 
usual architecture and historic in­ 
terest. 
It was in this cathedral that 
Thomas A. Becket was murdered, and 
his shrine there was visited by tens 
of thousands of pilgrim saints. 
Th* 
choir, which is some 20 or 30 steps 
above the nave is one of the most 
beautiful of the cathedrals of Eng­ 
land. 
We were also received by the 
Archbishop of 
Canterbury 
at the 
Lambeth palace in London. The old 
archbishop, Dr. Davidson,. is a most 
saintly and gracious man, and greatly! 
beloved by all his people. 
He is ex- \ 
pected to soon give way his post to 
a younger successor. 
We left London on the evening cf 1 
July 19th, embarking from Harwick 
for the Hooks of Holland. We landed 
early in the morning in the quaint . 
country of the Netherlands. 
It was 
rather refreshing to strike a country 
which had not been bled white by 
the ravages of war. Holland has little 
local resources, but seems quite pro­ 
gressive and prosperous. 
Her chief 
source of wealth is in her colonial 
possessions. 
Germany presented quite a striking 
contrast to quiet, peaceful Holland. 
While at present peaceful enough, yet 
sad through the ravaging plague of 


war. 
Germany is shorn of all her 
pre-war military pomp and 
pride. 
The Unter den Linden, once its boule­ 
vard of regal and military parade, U 
strikingly destitute of even unarmed 
soldiers. 
This Is no evil omen, bu* 
other signs in Germany are not so 
hopeful. 
Politically, Germany seems 
to be fast approaching stability . She 
has more than a score of political 
parties, from the old conservative im­ 
perialists to the most ambitious com­ 
munists. 
Industrially. Germany 
is 
making marked progress, but she i; 
heavily burdened financially by her 
reparation obligations. 
She exhibits 
great courage and hopefulness, and 
seems surprisingly free from hateful­ 
ness and revenge. 
Our outstanding sight seeing exper­ 
ience wras our trip to Pottsdam. 
It 
was from his home in Pottsdam that 
the former kaiser departed for the 
war-front in 1918, and then into exile 
The beauty of Pottsdam with its fa­ 
mous San Sousi palace rivals Ver­ 
sailles in magnificence. 
Our stay in Czechoslovakia 
was 
most delightful. There is one nation 
in Europe, at least, which loves Am­ 
erica. 
The citi-cns of Prague wel­ 
comed 
us 
most . enthusiastically 
Prague is a grand old city of varied 
interests. President Masaryk is great­ 
ly beloved by his people and is one 
of the leading statesmen of ail Europe 
Austria is perhaps the saddest of 
all the war countries yet visited. Vien­ 
na is a beautiful city, which without 
tourist money would be seriously re­ 
stricted. 
Austria has been shorn of 
all her most valuable resources. She 
is dependent on other nations for 
most of her coal and raw materials, 
but in putting up a heroic struggle 
to redeem herself with all the nations 
of the world. Her statesmen hold lit­ 
tle hope of Austria’s future success 
apart from union w-ith Germany. 
It was wholesome as well as restful 
to retreat from the well-ordered, and 
yet strenuous program of six weeks 
into the invigorating atmosphere of 
the Alps of Switzerland. 
I am writ­ 
ing now in full view of the malestic 
Jung-frau. 
Yesterday I stepped out 
on one of its glaciers—the Eiger—I 
walked out over its snow* and ice for 
some distance, and reveled in the 
grandeur of it all. I am nowr stopping 
at the Central hotel in Interlaken, 
and could scarcely imagine a more 
wholesome environment in which to 
rest. Wish you might all be here with 
me. 
I leave tomorrow morning for Ge­ 
neva for a week of study under the 
direction of th<* Geneva Institute of 
International Relations. 
From there 
we shall go to Paris for a week, and 
I hope to sail for the land I love 
most. Aueust. 29. 1928. I shall be good 
and ready to return to the quiet of 
New' Wilmington again.
